Evidence presented in the now concluded hearing before Alabama Director of Finance 
Maurice Patterson clearly shows that a proposed loan of taxpayers’ funds to Alabama Electric 
Cooperative would not be in the public interest and would not serve a public need. 

The evidence also shows that approval of the proposed $20,350,000 loan would violate 
the Rural Electrification Act of 1936. 


That Act states that funds are to be loaned by the Rural Electrification Administration 
only “for the furnishing of electric energy to persons in rural areas who are not receiving central 


Approval of the proposed loan would mean a financial loss of more than $45,500,000 
to the taxpayers of Alabama and the Nation. This staggering loss was shown by un- 
It would consist of unreimbursed interest cost to the Federal Govern- 
ment and tax losses to the State and Local Governments and to the Federal Gov- 


ernment. 


The generating plant and related facilities to be built if the loan now proposed is 
approved is described in a report by the cooperative as the first step in a grand 
scheme. Cost of this grand scheme, including a network of thousands of miles of trans- 
mission lines, was estimated for the co-op at more than $72,000,000 based on 1958 


prices. 


The facilities which the co-op plans to build if ti.2 loan is approved would duplicate and 
in some instances render useless existing facilities owned by Alabama Power Company. 


The facilities proposed by the co-op would result in higher power costs to the customers 
to be taken from Alabama Power Company. The co-op’s own figures show that power 
cost to distributing cooperatives to be taken from the Company if the loan is approved 
would be 7.18 mills per kilowatt hour. Yet, the evidence shows that the cost of power 
purchased by these distributing cooperatives from the Company in 1961 was only 6.69 
mills per kilowatt hour, including ownership costs of certain transformation facilities of 
the co-ops. 


The facilities which Alabama Electric Cooperative seeks to build would not be economic- 
ally feasible unless AEC increases substantially the rates it alleged it would charge. The 
co-op’s engineer even failed to take into consideration the possibility of future increases 
in the cost of labor, materials, supplies, equipment and coal. 


If approved, the loan would multiply the number of Alabama electric consumers who 
are not protected by the Alabama Public Service Commission. Rates of the co-op are 
fixed by its directors, subject to adjustment by the REA in Washington. Rates of Ala- 
bama Power Company are fixed by the members of the Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission who are elected by you. 


The hearing before Mr. Patterson is ended. To approve the proposed loan, he must find 
it would be in the public interest and serve some public need. There is ne evidence to support 
either consideration. 

if you believe that spending taxpayers’ funds without public benefit makes no sense, and 
you haven’t already done so, we hope you'll express your feelings to the Alabama Director of 
Finance, State Capitol, Montgomery.

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Baxter Bryan Dies 
Suddenly Of Heart 
Ailment Friday 


A pall of sadness was cast 
over the town of Elba Friday 
morning when it was learned 
that Baxter Bryan had died at 
his home on Brantley Road. 
Although he had suffered from 
heart disease for several years, 
he had gone about his regular 
activities and had slept well 
the night before his death. 
After he had eaten his usual 
breakfast Friday morning, he 
went to his car and supposedly 
left to attend to business in 
town. He returned to his home 
and died in the yard beside 
his car. 


Mr. Bryan, age 65, was a 
native and life-long resident 
of Coffee County. He was born 
and grew to young manhood 
in the Newbia community. In 
December, 1919, he was marri- 
ed to Miss Sallie May Lee, 
daughter of the late Mr. and 
Mrs. R. E. Lee. He is survived 
by his widow, two sons, Tho- 
mas Baxter Bryan, Jr., of Jas- 
per, Alabama, and Doctor R. 
M. Bryan, of Birmingham; two 
brothers, Doctor Ollie Bryan, 
of Lakeland, Florida, and W. 
B. Bryan of Destin, Florida; 
two sisters, Mrs. Ester John- 
son, of Jack, and Mrs. Beulah 
Young, of Elba; and four 
grandchildren. 


In his young manhood, Mr. 
Bryan wag engaged in farm- 
ing and taught school in his 
home community. He was or- 
dained and served as a deacon 
in the Newbia Baptist church. 

In the early 30’s he moved 
to Elba and was connected 
with an Oil Service here a 
time before becoming 
an oil agent for this area. He 
was one of the organizers and 
first stockholders of the Elba 
Exchange Bank. He served as 
cashier of that institution un- 
til he resigned to devote his 
entire time to his Oil Agency. 
He retired from that agency 
January 1962. 


Mr. Bryan was active in the 
First Baptist Church for more 
than 30 years. He served as 
an active deacon, sang in the 
choir and was church treasur- 
er for several years. He was 
a Master Mason, member of 
Elba Lodge and of the Eastern 
Star. He was currently serving 
as a member of Coffee Coun- 
ty’s three man Board of Indi- 
gent Care. 


Funeral services were held 
at the First Baptist Church, 
Saturday afternoon with Doc- 
tor Charles Graham, Reverend 
Wilby Bozeman, and Reverend 
R. I. Lawrence officiating. Bu- 
rial was in Evergreen Ceme- 
tery.

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Coffee County © 
Receives $127, 
700 For Bridge 


Construction: 


State Highway Director Sam 
Engelhardt has revealed an 
extensive bridge construction 
program on various local roads 
in Coffee County. The total 
estimated cost of the six dif- 
ferent projects is $127,700. 

Engelhardt pointed out that 
this construction is designed 
to update the Coffee County 
road system to meet today’s 
heavy traffic demands in this 
growing southeast Alabama 
county. 

The contracts for all six pro- 
jects have been awarded to 
J. E. Henderson, Eutaw, and 
construction is expected to be- 
gin shortiy. One contract was 
awarded under the state-aid to 
county program and five are 
under the federal-aid program. 

Agreements for the con- 
struction were made between 
Governor John Patterson and 
Engelhardt and Coffee County 
officials. The state and the 
county will meet on a 50-50 
basis all costs not covered by 
federal - aid funds. 

The largest single project 
calls for the construction of 
a bridge on the county road 
from Lee via Big Creek to the 
Elba - Troy highway. This road 
is known locally as the Drexel 
Cook Road. Total cost for the 
0.058 - mile bridge is estimated 
at $47,700. Also to be construc- 
ted is a $10,000 culvert. 

Another big project is the 
construction of bridge culverts 
on a county road from Elba 
northwest to the Opp - Brantley 
highway at Pine Level. Esti- 
mated cost of this construction 
is $25,400. 

An estimated $19,800 pro- 
ject for the construction of 
bridge culverts is scheduled 
on the county road from the 
stockyards at Elba’s western 
city limits southwest to Curtis. 

A 0.014 mile bridge culvert 
costing an estimated $19,600 
will be constructed on the Boy 
Scout Road. This county road 
is from Clintonville via Wes- 
ley Chapel to the Enterprise - 
Ozark highway in the western 
section of the county. 

The smallest project is the 
construction of a bridge cul- 
vert on the county road from 
Basin Schoo! via Brookland to 
the Covington County line.

Veteran’s 


“Nearly 2,300 Alabama 
peacetime veterans who incur- 
red service-connected disabili- 
ties during their service may 
benefit under terms of a peace. 
time vocational rehabilitation 
bill which was passed by the 
87th Congress,’ Walter C. 
Head, Jr., Director, Alabama 
Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs, said today. 

This bill extends to these 
peacetime veterans the bene- 
fits of the VA’s wartime re- 
habilitation bill which has al- 
ready provided vocational re- 
habilitation services to 18,000 
disabled Alabama _ veterans. 
The new law provides similar 
vocational rehabilitation train- 
ing for peacetime disabled ve- 
terans as did the bill providing 
training for wartime veterans. 

Veterans entitled to the ben- 
efits are those who sustained 
service-connected disabilities 
while in the Armed Forces 
during the period January 1, 
1947, to June 25, 1950, and 
since February 1, 1955. 

A peacetime veteran with a 
disability of 30% or more can 
qualify, but those veterans 
with disabilities rated less 
than 30% must have a “pro- 
nounced employment handi 
cap” in order to qualify, Head 
pointed out. 

There is no time limit or 
final date for benefits under 
this new law. It is anticipated, 
according to Head, that many 
eligible disabled peacetime ve- 
terans will make application 
for benefits, as it provides as 
much as four vocational rehab- 
ilitation training at Govern- 
ment expense. Maxwell Reeves, 
Veterans Service Officer for 
Coffee County, stated that the 
files in his office, located in 
the courthouse, Elba, Alabama, 
contain a number of files on 
disabled peacetime veterans 
who might have entitlement 
under the law. He added that 
he is prepared to assist those 
desiring to make application 
for such benefit. The office is 
open Monday through Friday, 
from 8 to 5.
